THE LAST RITES. 


Funeral Services Over the Remains 
of Eugene Field. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—The final obse- 
quies over the remains of Eugene Field 
were performed this afternoon. The 
services were held in the Fourth Pres- 
byterian Church, and were attended by 
hundreds of the deceased's friends and 
admirers. After the organ voluntary, 
the choir rendered “Abide With Me,” 
in a .peculiarly touching and appro- 
riate manner. The Rev. Dr. Thomas C. 
all then read the scripture lesson, 
and followed it with a prayer. The ad-

loved Eugene Field, for the genial 
warmth of his kindly heart, for the pa- 
thos and the beauty that had ever sur- 
founded his use of his glorious gift of 
song by those who honored him for his 
genius and loved him, but especially 
was it noteworthy for the quality of) 
the men who stood around the bier’ 
They came from every walk in life, 
from the bench and bar, from the ar- 
tist’s studio and from the physician’s 
study.

THOSE MINERAL LANDS. 


Secretary Hoke Smith Rules in 
Favor of the Railroads. 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—In denying 
a protest made by a citizen of Califor- 
nia against the patenting of lands in 
Southern California to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad because the same were 
mineral, the Secretary of the Interior 
says that every effort had been made to 
ascertain the character of the lands 
previous to the time when patents were 
about to issue. The Secretary adds 
that the country in which the lands 
are located is well explored and it is 
presumed that if mineral exists it 
would have been found previous to the 

present time. 

As to the mineral lands in Montana 
and Idaho, to which the protest al- 
ludes, he says it is to be presumed 
that if Congress had thought it neces- 
sary to have the same precautions 
taken in California that State would 
have been included in the law provid- 
ing for mineral commissioners. He 
says that possibly in patenting lands 
to the Southern Pacific some tracts 
may be included which are mineral, 
but they will be 60 rare as to be of 
importance.

It is 
the State in which Grover Cleveland 
was born, and which placed his name 
in nomination at Chicago in 1892. On 
Tuesday it not only elected John W. 
Griggs, a stalwart Republican, but 
gave him 22,543 mejority. Ulis oppo- 
nent, Chancellor McGi'l, was a good 
man, and hence the victory is a still 
greater repudiation of D.mocratie rule.

For 
the House of Representatives, the Re- 
publicans have elected 50 and the Dem- 
ocrats 41 members.

There are five Re- 
publican hold-over Senators and four- 
teen Democrats. It is improbable that 
either party will have more than one 
majority.

STATE TICKET AND LEGISLATURE. 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Nov. 6.—Repub- 
licans claim and Democratic concessiors 
show tonight that not only has Ken- 
tucky elected the full Republican 
State ticket, but the complexion of the 
Legislature assures a Republican suc- 
cessor to United States Senator Black- 
burn. State Auditor Norman, the 
Democratic campaign chairman, in a 
statement to the Commercial, said that 
Blackburn's defeat is assured. 

“The Republicans, with the help of 

the Populists, will assuredly control 
the Legislature,” he said, “and Black- 
burn is sure to be defeated. Kentucky 
is now a Republican State. The people 
wanted a change and they took it, the 
Republicans being aided by both Pop- 
ulists and the A.P.A. No one could 
have carried Kentucky at this election, 
not even Carlisle.” 
- Dr. W. 8S. Hunter, chairman of the 
Republican State Campaign Committee, 
refused to make dan estimate as to ma- 
jorities. “The Republican State ticket 
is elected by round pluralities,” he 
said, “and the Legisisture will be Re- 
publican on joint ballot, but I won't 
make any guesses. I am waiting for 

The Commercial tomorrw will claim 
that the Republicans are certain of a 
majority in the Legislature on joint 
ballot. The Commercial’s figures show 
the composition of the lower house as 
follows: Republicans, 54; Democratic- 
Populist, 1. Two districts have not 
ben heard from. The Senate will be 
Republicans, 15; Democrats, 22: with 
one district, the Thirty-fifth, to 
hear from. This district gave 461 
Republican majority in 1894, and is con- 
fidently counted on as safely Republi- 
can, and at least one of the missing 
legislative districts is expected to go 
the same way.

LETTER FROM THE 
NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


The Pacific Coast Will Receive More 
Consideration from the Next — 
Congress. 


Union Pacific Reorganization and 
Irrigation of Arid Lands Two 
Important Tepics. 


The Cleveland Family the Object of 
General Curiosity—A Cruel Rumor 
About Little. Ruth—Visiting 

Caltforntans. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON (D.C.,) Nov. 1.—West- 
ern interests, and especially those of 
the Pacific Coast, will receive more con- 
sideration in the next session of Con- 
gress than ever before... Both of the 
great political parties have catered to 
the doubtful States. The South, with 
its overwhelming Democratic mafority, 
has not received a great deal of utten- 
tion, for the reagopn that the Democrats 
regarded it as safe, and the Republicans 
as hopeless. West of the Mississippi 
River, or more especially of the Mis- 
souri River, has been neglected in the 
same way by reason of its great Repub- 
lican majorities. 

But new elements have been intro- 
duced into politics. The last Preridential 
election, and those succeeding it, have 
shown that neither party can hope. to 
hold its members by a mere name. 
With the Democrats, their banner State, 
.Texas, is Populistic by a very largé ma- 
jority,.while such States as Kansas, 
Nebraska and Colorado have caused 
the Republicans much concern. The 
Democrats see a‘possible chance now of 
profiting by the di isfaction in the 
West, while the Rep ican party rec- 
ognizes that it must assume the role of 
a&@ Moses and lead the Western States 
out of bondage. It is therefore a ques- 
tion—as it never was before—whut do 
the Western people want? and the 
chances of their getting it at the hands 
of the national lawmakers are very fa- 
vorable. 

In the first place, they want the Na- 
tional Republican convention at San 
Francisco. There has never been a. 
time when the suggestion of having 
the Eastern and Southern delegates go 
to the Pacific Coast wouki not have 
been greeted with a decided negative, 
but the feeling in favor of it this year 
is strong, and while it may not carry, 
Chairman Estee is confident of success, 
and the movement is at least receiving 
very serious consideration. I have 
talked with ex-Governor Sherman of 
Iowa about it, and, while he does not 
distinctly favor it, he says that the 
Iowa delegation will net oppose it. I 
saw ex-United States Senator Kellogg, 
who: has for the past twenty-five years 
headed the Louisiana delegation in na- 
tional conventions, and he has been in 
correspondence with the leaders of 
every Southern State. He says that 
the South will favor San Francisco if 
it is believed by the leaders to be the 
best policy.. The Louisiana statesman 
gave utterance to another state 
ment that is of interest in this connec- 
tion. He does not believe .that the 
South will present a candidate for Vice 
President, notwithstanding the talk of 
Hon. H. Clay Evans in Tennessee and 
Judge Goff in West Virginia. 

The Reed forces will favor a Western 
man for Vice-President, to be selected 
by the Western delegates. They will 
favor a liberal plank in the platform 
upon the silver question in order to 
#atisfy the West, and Reed of Maine 
for _Prestdent,;, to’ satisfy ‘the East. 
While there is, of course, some discus- 
sion as to the distance to San Fran- 
cisco, there is less opposition than 
would naturally be expected, and even 
those who oppose holding the conven- 
tion there, favor other means of giving 
countenance to the West. The fixing 
of the time for meeting by the execu- 
tive committee is universally regarded 
as an indication of a short campaign, 
and so far as possible no action will 
be taken during the next session of 
Congress that will create dissension. _ 

As Speaker Reed, through the Com- 
mittee on Rules, could control the con- 
sideration of bills, this is thought to 
largely rest in his own hands. 
UNION PACIFIC REORGANIZATION. 

One of _ the most serious problems 
that has to be contended with is the 
reorganization of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company. The plan prepared 
by the commissioners is familiar to 
readers of current news. That plan, 
however, will meet with very consider- 
able opposition, and several bills re- 
lating to this railroad will be intro- 
duced. The old proposition will be re- 
newed, for the government to take the 
railroad, bond it for a sufficient sum 
to pay its indebtedness, buy termina] 
facilities, and put it in first-class or- 
der, then lease it for a term of years. 

Judge Maguire of the Fourth Cali- 
foriia District is expected to introduce a 
bill to compel the government to as- 
sume control of all railroad and tele- 
graph lines, and a’ bill will be intro- 
duced to effect a settlement and reor- 
ganization upon the basis proposed by 
the commissioners. With all of these 
questions arising, it is not at all im- 
probable that there will be nothing ac- 
complished as to the matter. A change 
so radical as the establishment of gov- 
ernment ownership of railroad and tel- 
egraph lines is certainly not very likely 
to be made upon the eve of a Presiden- 
tial election, while the extremists in 
that direction, and those whom the rail- 
road company can induce to favor a 
further postponement, may be strong 
enough to prevent any action being 
taken. As it is now, the majority of 
members favor forcing a settlement 
with the government, and a consolida- 
tion of the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific railroads. 

IRRIGATION OF ARID LANDS. 

Another question that will receive 
consideration is the irrigation of lands, 
not only public lands, or those within 
the Territories, but those within . the 
States. The pending cases concerning 
the constitutionality of the Wright law 
in California have called forth a great 
deal of discussion as to how the mil- 
lions of acres of dry lands are to be 
reclaimed and made valuable. It is 
believed by many that the government 
control of rivers can’ be made to go 
farther than mere navagation purposes, 


‘| and that appropriations for internal 


improvements can be made to include 
the reclamation of waste lands, even 
where they do not ‘belong to the gov- 
ernment. 

The “general: welfare’ clause of the 
Constitution is invoked to give strength 
to this theory, and it 
no measure could so thoroughly popu-

former Presidents, and the Chief Exe- 
cutive, instead of walking! the streets 
as an ordinary citizen,.rétires within 
the sacred precincts of his private office 
or private Apartments; never going out 
unless. accémpanied by aibody guard, 
public-euriosity- is aroused,to a greater 
pitch than ever; &4nd more ,vandalism is 
displayed;. In fact, it is so great that 
it is difficult to keep the ivy with which 
the greenhouses of the Executive Man- 
sion are covered, from being all car- 
ried away. 

There are two reasons why President 
Cleveland does not walk,the principal 
one being that it is a physical impossi- 
bility.

A FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 


The editorial rooms of the Journal are 
on the fourth floor, but situated be- 
yond the fire wall, and the sta 
injury. 

The Journal stereotype room en the 
fifth floor was directly in the path of 
the explosion and went down in the 
wreck. A few had miraculous escapes 
and came staggering from the ruins 
after the awful shock, scarfely know- 
ing themselves and what had befallen 
them. Arthur D. Lynch, a Journal 
stereotyper who went down with the 
wreck from the fifth floor, was pulled 
from the wreck entirely conscious. He 
was under a #t@&liftable preparing a 
matrix. When he fell he was pro- 
tected by the great iron table and 
could plainly hear the rescuers at work 
until they reached him. 

George Hackett was found in the 
ruins in the rear, to which approach 
was had through the alley. Before he 
was removed in the ambulance he re- 
ported there had been four or five girls 
on the floor with him. Charles Her- 
bert, a packer employed by John Davis 
& Co., was on the third floor when the 
explosion occurred. “I felt the crash 
and wae surrounded by flying debris 
before I could realize what had hap- 
pened. The vinegar barrels and acid 
earboys came down on us. I do not 
know how I got out. I knew I breathed 
the fresh alr after a scramble among 
the ruins and knew I had _ escaped. 
There were four others in the building 
that I know of, Alexander Campbell, 
Annie Tapley, Kittie Leonard and 
Joseph Vinter. I do not know who got 
out alive,” 

From the lists of tenants and em- 
ployees secured it secms certain that 
fifty people in all were in the collapsed 
section. There are etill twenty-seven 
persons unaccounted for and it is rea- 
sonable to presume that most of them 
are among the dead. At every hour 
reports are received of others who are 
missing and whose relatives and friends 
have been unable to find any trace of 
them. Two of the injured who are in 
the hospital will ably recover. 

Of those who are now in the ruins, it 
is impossible that any will be rescued 
alive. Those who were not killed out- 
right have undoubtedly perished either 
from suffocation or exhaustion. The 
only hope is that some of those re- 
ported missing May be safe with 
friends. The total death rate will not 
be known before tomorrow night. It 
may be even longer before the work- 
men reach the basement floors of the 
ill-fated building and the total number 
of lives lost is known to a certainty. 

Carelessness is undoubtedly the cause 
of the disaster, but where the responsi- 
bility rests is as yet problemetical. 
Thomas Thomason, the engineer, Was 
painfully injured. He said he could 
assign no reason for the explosion. 
City Boiler Inspector McGregor says he 
ifspected the boilers last August, and 
had found them up to the requirements. 
Some of the employees in the building 
assert that the boilers were old and 
known to be unsafe..-Still others have 
a theory that the explosion was cause. 
by chemicals owned by the Davis Com- 
pany stored in the basement. Another 
circumstance is considered significant, 
namely, that carpenters were engaged 
in shoring up the floor of the second 
story directly over the boilers in order 
to sustain the weight of a heavy ma- 
chine which had been placed in Dun- 
lap’s miachine-shop. The men 
were at work on this job were buried 
in the ruins. 

The most shocking scene attendire 
the holocaust was a struggle between 
Coroner Butler and an undertaker in 
the employ of Giest Bros., against Un- 
derteker Frank ibbs. The latter 
clung to the stretcher while the ody 
was being carried out through the 
crowd. As the spectators were becom- 
ing excited over the ghoulish scene the 
police, in the interest of order. rushed 
Gibbs. outside the fire-lines, ard wou'd 
not permit him to retrn. 

The property loss will be entire. It 


is not believed that the ordinary in-’ 


surance policies cover the loss by ex- 
plosion. The>loss on the ruined part 
of the building is about $20,000.. .The 
Evening Journal loses about $10,000 by 
the destruction of its machinery, etc. 
The total loss of the other tenants is 
placed at something over $30,0000.

A gréat demon- 
stration was announced for Friday, but 
the Sultan, fearing the consequences, 
notified the Turkish newspapers of his 
intention to proclaim a _ constitution, 
whereupon the demonstration * was 
countermanded. The Sultan then or- 
dered the papers not to publish th» 


announcement and arrests began to be 


made. Last evening the police raided 
the Turkish quarter of Sedik Pasha. A 
fight ensued and several persons were 
killed. A fresh crop of revolutionary 
placards was scattered broadcast. 
Even at the Porte’s house a letter was 
found giving the Sultan the alternative 
of abdication or assassination. Re- 
ports are reaching the embassies from 
all directions of wholesale massacres, 
and the victims now include Greeks 
and Maronites. The report is gaining 
ground, even in diplomatic circles, that 
the Sultan has ordered the extermina- 
tion of the Armenian race. The excite- 
ment is spreading to Syria, Bagdad 
and Mosul.” 

A dispatch to the Daily News from 


Constantinople fully confirms the fore- 


going, and adds that the British Con- 
sul, Hampson, telegraphs from Sas- 
soun that the distribution of relief has 
ceased there, and that the mission- 
aries have been obliged to leave. The 
correspondent adds that throughout 
Armenia fanatical disorder is ram- 
pant, and that the lives of Christians 
are in danger. It is asserted that sev- 
eral military students at the Pancaldi 
Military Academy have been arrested 
as revolutionists. 

The Chronicle's Constantinople dis- 
patch contains similar statements and 
adds: “One of the oldest English resi- 
dents, who has business agents through- 
out the empire, informs us that the sit- 
uation is worse than anything he has 
known for the last forty years. The 
numbers of the killed must not be 
reckoned by hundreds, by thousands, 
but by tens of thousands, and reports 
from Syria declare that the Armenians 
have been massacred under direct or-

HE HAS HIS FLING. 


DURRANT WRITES UP HIS LIFE 


Takes the Churches to Task and 
Satirizses Some ot His 
Critics. 


He Steutly Protests His Innocence 
and Intimates that Heaven 
is His Home. 


Kovalew’s Sanity Under Investiga- 
tlon—Howell Must be Tried—A 
Physician’s Suit—The Walk- 
erly Estate. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6.—Theodore 
Durrant has written a sketch of his 
life and ambitions, and has gone into 
the matter of how it feels to be on trial 
for murder. He has some flings at the 
curious people who stared at him; takes 
the churches to task for what he thinks 
is their lack of Christianity, and says 
that his self-possession, nerve and forti- 
tude during the trial were due to the 
love and comfort given htm by his 
mother. He stoutly proclaims his in- 
nocence and satirizes some of his 
critics. 

“But, after all,” he says, “this world 
is only a temporary trial, to prepare us 
for another and ‘better world. This 
existence consists of only a few 
troubled and painful years at best, but 
there we will enjoy eternal happiness 
in the company of the angels of God. 
We have the assurance of the Holy 
Scriptures that riches and prosperity 
here are impediments to happiness 
hereafter. The beggar, Lazarus, 
shown to us in the midst of everlasting 
bliss, while the rich man, Dives, who 
had supported him for years by thé 
crumbs from hig table, and was clothed 
in purple and fine linen, is represented 
to us ag burning in everlasting hell. 

“Another thing we might remember 
is that it is ‘less difficult for a camel 
to pass through the eye of a needle 
than for the rich man to enter the 
kingdom of heaven; so we may there- 
fore, think, rejoice in our difficulties 
and afflictions, for we are told that 
‘those whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth,’ and therefore we can see 
that. the more wretched we are here 
upon this earth, and love and trust 
in our Lord, the more assured we are 
of the delights of an everlasting 
heaven. 

“I gave my testimony on the stand 
willingly. I gave the whole _ truth, 
whether it was for or against me. On 
the stand I substantiated many points 
the prosecution endeavored to prove, 
which were used against me in the 
argument, which was twisted and 
turned into all shapes, and which 


helped to convict me on circumstantial 
evidence.”

Dist..Atty. Foote Gets His Orders 
om from Washington.

KOVALEV’S SANITY. 


The Subject of Investigation Under 
the Court’s Ordér. 

(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 6.—At the re- 
quest of Ivan Kovalev, on trial for the 
murder of F. H. L. Weber and wife 
eleven months ago, the court appointed 
a commission of three doctors to in- 
quire into the sanity of the prisoner. 


*| The prisoner’s attorneys claimed that 


he did not seem to understand the sur- 
roundings or what was going on about 
him and had no recollection of the past. 
The examining physicians -veported 
this afternoon that Kovalev had devel- 
oped melancholia and a special jury 
will be summoned to pass upon the 
question of his sanity. . 

Drs. Ross, Simmons and Huntington 
partially examined Kovalev this after- 
noon. Kovalev answered intelligently 
in English the questions put to him by 
Dr. Huntington. He said he came to 
the United States three years:ago last 
December, after his escape from the 
| Island Saghalein. ? 

Dr. Huntington found that the pris- 
oner’s pulse was 120, and his tempera- 
ture a Httle more than 1 deg. above 
normal. The doctors, after a private 
consultation of ten minutes, returned 
to the courtroom and Judge Johnson 
announced that he felt that there was 
some doubt as to the prisoner's sanity, 
and he would, therefore, grant the re- 
quest of the attorneys for the defense 
that the case be submitted to a jury 
to decide the point of sanity. 

Dist.-Atty. Ryan .asked that he 
might be allowed time in which to 
subpoena physicians from the insane 
asylums at Napa and Stockton.

SOUTH CAROLINA’S GLORY. 


There is one thing that may be said 
of South Carolina, that somewhat 
restless and impulsive sister in the 
great sisterhood of States, in which she 
may. well take pride: she is the orly 
State in the Union which does not. per- 
mit any legal dissolution of marriage, 
and her late Constitutional Convention 
adopted by an overwhelming majority, 
and in spite of Senator Tillman's ad- 
vocacy of divorce laws, a clause for- 
bidding thé passing of any laws by 
the State Legislature recognizing di- 
voree. Public opinion in that. State is 
believed to be in thorough sympathy 
with the action of its legislative body. 
The Columbia Register says: 

“Thank God that South Carolina 
will continue to have the proud dis- 
tinction she has had throughout her 
history of being a State where men 
pay scrupulous heed to the divine man- 
date, ‘What, therefore, God hath joined 
together, let mot man put asunder.’ 
The fact that South Carolina is aione 
among the States of the Union in obey- 
ing that command does not make her 
course any the less right. .. The 
home is the foundation of social life 
and the mainstay of morality. That 
State is safest and highest and best 
where the home life is purest. The lack 
of divorce laws in this State has made 
people careful how they took upon 
themselves the matrimonial bonds, for 
they could not easily throw them aside 
if they found them galling. There is 
no place on God’s green earth where 
the home ‘life is purer than in South 


Carolina, and the absence of divorce 


laws has been not a small factor in 
making that ‘so.”’ 

Yet still, unquestionably, there are 
cases where the divorce should be 
granted. The Bible recognizes this fact, 
and would sanction it under the con- 
ditions which it names. What should 
be done away with is the scandaijous 
and most pernicious looseness of di- 
vorce laws as they exist in many of 
the States of the Union, and with the 
way in which these laws are adminis- 
tered in so-called courts of justice. 
Extremes are never for the best, yet 
better 
Carolina than the 
license created by the loose marriage 
laws of many of our commonwealths,

SUNSET LIMITED, 


FLYER SPEEDING EAST- 
WARD ON SCHEDULE TIME. 


Nearly One Thousand People In- 
spected the Magnificent Train 
at Arcade Depot. 


General Manager Kruttschnitt and 
Party Pass Through the City 
Northward Bound. 
A Big War in Freight Rates on 
Utah Shipments at Hand—Lately- 
Excursionistse—Ratl- 
pond Notes. 


At 2.30 o’clock ‘yesterday afternoon 
the Southern Pacific’s east-bound Sun- 
set Limited rolled into the Arcade sta- 
tion. A half-hour later it was on its 
way.to New Orleans. It is roughly 
estimated that nearly one thousand 
people were in the depot while the 
limited was there and inspected its in- 
terior and exterior. 

The train consisted of the big Cook 
engine, No. 1804, and five Pullman 
coaches. These coaches are claimed. to 
be the finest cars ever turned out of 
any car factory. . 

The first car back of the engine is a 
compartment car and is occupied by 
the following parts of the service: Bag- 
gage-room, bathroom, with hot and 
cold water, barber-shop, presided over 
by a colored tonsorial artist; chess 
room, gentlemen’s smoking-room, con- 
taining two writing tables, writing 
paraphernalia and stationery, library, 
magazines, lounging chairs and tables 
and a train-speed indicator. 

The second car is designated as the 
ladies boudoir car and. has a parlor 
furnished with easy chairs and a 
libfary. Seven ladies’ staterooms are 
in this car also, and their sides are ar- 
ranged so that the seven compartments 
may be thrown into one; if desired. 
Each compartment is finished in a dif- 
ferent kind of wood and upholstery.-

he last car is the most beautiful of 
the whole train. It is the dining car 
and bears the name “Epicure.” It is 
finished in very light wood and has 
large windows. Between each two win- 
dows there is arecess backed bya French 
Plate-glass mirror and having imme- 
diately in front of it potted terns and 
palms.

Manager Kruttschnitt and Party 
Pass Through the City. 


General Manager Kruttschnitt, with 
his wife and four children, arrived in 
his private car Tuesday from New Or- 
leans, his former home, en route to 
San Francisco, where he will assume 
control of the Southern Pacific sys- 
tem and live in future. He was ac- 
companied by California Manager J. 
A, Fillmore, W. G. Curtis, engineer of 
the maintenance-of-way department, H 
J. Small, superintendent of the motive 
power and machinery department, and 
N. H, Foster, auditor of the same de- 
partment. The party came in from FE) 
Paso, made a flying trip to Santa Mon- 
ica and San Pedro, and, at 5 o’clock Pp. 
m., left for Santa Barbara where a 
short stop will be made. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6.—General 
Manager Kruttschnitt of the Southern 
Pacific Company, and General Super- 
intendent Fillmore are expected to re- 
turn tomorrow from a trip to the south- 
ern part of the Southern Pacific sys- 
tem. It is reported that Kruttschnitt 
will bring several of his former asso- 
ciates on the Atlantic system to fill po- 
sitions on this end of the road. It is 
said also that General Superintendent 
Fillmore intends t6 make a number of 
changes in the operating department.

A WAR OF RATES. 


Manager Curtis in the Thickest of 
the Fight. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov, 6.—Manager 
Curtis of the Traffic Association has 
become at a single bound a central fig- 
ure in the overland-freight situation. It 
is generally acknowledged that a big 
war in rates on transcontinental ship- 
ments into Utah is at hand. The Traf- 
fic Association is fighting to get a share 
of Utah and Colorado business for the 
San Francisco jobbers. The Eastern 
roads have bluntly said they will not 
recognize San Francisco’s right in the 
premises as against Omaha, Kansas 
City, St. Louis and Chicago. The Un- 
ion Pacific, Denver and Rio Grande, 
Rock Island, Burlington, Santa Fe, 
Rio Grande and Western and Missouri 
Pacific have all gone on record against 
this city. They are even now fighting 
among themselves for the Eastern 
trade into Colorado and Utah and are 
quoting, in Salt Lake City rates from 
Chicago that are lower than from San 
Francisco to the Mcrmon capital, not- 
withstanding that Chicago is 800 miles 
farther distant from’ Salt Lake City. 

Curtis, who returned from Salt Lake 
City Monday last, has informed Presi- 
dent Dunham and his associates of the 
Traffic Association that their only ra- 
tional course is. to insist upon the 
Southern Pacific standing in with them 
by making low rates to Ogden to offset 
as far as possible, the Eastern low 
rates into all points in Utah. Curtis 
admits that he does not see how San 
Francisco jobbers can at present do 
business in Colorado. The Union Pa- 
cific and the Rio Grande Western will 
not even let them into Salt Lake from 
Ogden without charging full local 
rates. But with low rates from here to 
Ogden San Francisco can use that city 
as a point of distribution. If such a 
course results in building up Ogden at 
the expense of Salt Lake, he says the 
latter city cannot blame San Francisco, 
but must hold the Union Pacific and 
Rio Grande Western responsible. Not 
long ago rates were the same from here 
to Ogden and Salt Lake. The com- 
plaint of Easterners, Chicago . mer- 
chants in particular, that San Fran- 
cisco was cutting into their Utah trede, 
induced the Union Pacific and the Rio 
Grande Western to withdraw from an 
agreement with the Southern Pacific 
for a low joint rate into Salt Lake. 
The Traffic Association officials 
waited on Mr. Stubbs and requested 
him to assist them in fighting for Utah 
business against Omaha, Kansas City, 
St. Louis and Chicago. Stubbs gave 
his word that the Southern Pacific 
would reduce rates every time a -rate 
from Chicago into Utah could be low- 
ered. In other words, he promised that 
his company would quote rates in pro- 
portion to the Chicago tariff to Ogden. 
In that way, he said, San Francisco 
‘would always get a lower rate into Og- 
,den than Chicago could, because of 

the shorter distance. His company 
could not make a rate beyond Ogden. 
San Francisco shipments to other 
points in Utah would, therefore, have 
to pay local rates from Ogden. He 
stated that the Union Pacific had not 


“acted in good faith with him in mak- 


ing rates from the East into Utah; cas! 
compared with the tariff from here to 
that territory. He, therefore, felt free, 
he declared, to cut rates as long as it 
made business from here to Ogden, and 
as long as the company could haul 
without loss. If necessary he would be | 
willing to fight at.rates that gave no

profit, but paid 
transportation.

Bennett then 
married Mrs. Emma _ Stevenson of 
Galena. He had been married to her 
four months when he made an attempt 
on the life of his wife. She escaped 
through the window one night and caused 
his arrest and conviction for burglary, | 
stolen goods being found in the cellar, 
He was sent to Joliet for three years on 
this charge.

SERIOUS CHARGE. 


WASH’? COVARRUBIAS ARRESTED 
FOR SEDUCTION. 


Mamie Lemon, the Complaining Wit- 
neas, Alleges that He on Tuesday 
Night Rebbed Her of Her Honor, 
She Intended te Shoot Him, bet 
Was Dissuaded. 


“Wash” Covarrubias was arrested by 
Officer Richardson on a warrant yes- 
terday afternoon, the charge against 
him being seduction, and the eorfipiain- 
ing witness being Mamie Lemon, who 
lives near Echo Park. 

Miss Lemon is 18 years old, and, al 
though not remarkably handsome, is 
tall and well built. Her father is dead 
and she lives with her mother and 
younger sister. She does not appear to 
be familiar with the ways of the world, 
and is regarded as somewhat unsophis- 
ticated. 

According to her statement, she did 
not know “Wash” Covarrubias until 
three or four days ago. He was em- 
ployed at the livery stable of his 
brother, United States Marshal Covar- 
rubias, on the east side of South. Los 
Angeles street, a little south of Second 
street. She went to the stable in com- 
pany with a woman whose husband 
works there, and the defendant asked 
to be introduced to her. He was pre- 
sented, and after but a short acquaint- 
ance he proposed that they live to- 
gether. She was inclined not to con- 
sider the proposition seriously, and aftér 
further conversation they separated. 

They met again by appointment Tues- 
day, and he again proposed their living 
together. He showed her a check for 
$100, she alleges, which he promised she 
should have if she would marry him. 


f They were out together during the 


evening, and when it came time for 
them to separate he said there was no 
need for her to go home, as she could 
remain over night in his room and he 
would get another place to stay. 

Not suspecting that he had any de- 
signs upon her, she says, she went with 
him to his room. He went away, but it 
was only a short time before he re- 
turned, and, locking the door after him, 
compelled her, she alleges, to remain 
with him during the night and to sub- 
mit to his wishes. She says she once 
made an outcry, but he told her to keep 
silent. She cried a great deal during 
the night, but silently, as she was afraid 
to cry out so she wonld be heard. 

Yesterday morning he left her and 
she made her escape. Later in the day 
she went to the stable and inquired 
for him, but was told he was not 
there. Seeing him hiding behind a 
carriage she approached him and asked 
him to marry her ag she claimed he 
had .promised to do.” He 
comply with her request. 

She left and went direct to Morris's 
pawnshop, where she called for a re- 
volver. She had no money to pay for 
it, but thought she could pawn her 
watch for it. A revolver was selected, 
and she asked to have cartridges put 
in it, her purpose being to shoot the 
man who had wronged her, and per- 
haps herself. 

At this juncture she began to cry, 
and the shopkeeper becoming sus- 
picious that she contemplated suicide, 
made some inquiry, wnich resulted in 
her confiding the story to him. She 
was advised to report the matter to 
the police, which she did. She was 
referred to Deputy District Attorney 
James,.to whom she recited her story, 
and he thereupon issued a complaint 
against Covarrubias, charging him 
with seduction, which complaint was 
filed in the Pdlice Court ore Police 
Judge Morrison, and a warrant for the 
oe of the defendant promptly is- 
sued.

BAUER BOUNCED. 


The Dive-keeper Ejected -from the 
Police Court. 

The trial of the case of Ed Kerren, 
charged. with vagrancy, was held yes- 
terday afternoon in the Police Court 
before Justice Morrison.

The court made another 
start to repeat the oath, and meantime 
the voice of Bauer rose louder, if any- 
thing, than before. After the oath was 
administered Bauer remained standing 
instead of taking the chair on the wit- 
hess stand. Mr. James called to the 
witness to sit down, but he did not 
heed the invitation. He commenced in 
a voice louder than before to tell his 
side of the case. Although he spoke 
loudly enough to be heard across the 
street, he jumbled his words so that 
he could scarcely be understood. He 
said something about the officer com- 
ing to him and soliciting money in- 
stead of being offered money. Mean- 
time Bauer was swingnig his arms and 
was apparently trying to make clear 
by gestures what he seemed incapable 
of expressing orally. 
' Cries of “sit down” from Mr. James 
and the court were repeated, but they 
were unheeded by Bauer, who persisted 
in trying to tell in his own way what 
he knew about the case. Seeing that 
Bauer was in no condition to be exam- 
ined as a witness, Officer Phillips was 
ordered to remove the notorious dive- 
keéper from the courtroom. 

As the officer took Bauer by the arm 
the latter made a parting remark about 
having told the “trut’” and accom- 
panied the officer outside without re- 
sistance.

SQUAW MEN MULCTED. 


Barred from Proprietary Rights in 
the Chickasaw Nation. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
ARDMORE d. T.,) Nov. 6.—The 
Chickasaw Legislature, which has just 
adjourned, passed a bill barring all 
intermarried citizens from any proprie- 
tary rights in the Chickasaw Nation 
whatever. The bill not only disfran- 
chises all intermarried citizens, but 
takes away their rights, heretofore un- 
questioned, of holding lands in the na- 
tion, or participating in annuity moneys 
and funds held by the United States 

government in trust for the Indians. 
More than half the property in the 


married citizens or “squaw men,” 
they are called, and if the new law 
stands as constitutional, millions of 
dollars’ worth of property held by the 
intermarried citizens will be  confis- 
cated. 


NEW YORE’S FIRE. 


Street Ruin Falis. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Early this 
morning there was left standing of the 
big building at the southeast corner of 
Broadway and Bkecker street only one 
triangular wall. Crowds watched it, 
expecting to see it crash down into the 
street.

Firemen Called to Account—Board 
of Health Discusses the Sale of 
Diseased Meat—Union Slaugh- 
ter-house Suggested. 


The crowd in the corridor at the 
Courthouse yesterday was a. trifle di- 
minished, as the Antelope Valley cat- 
tle-stealing case is drawing to a close. 
The other departments were quiet, @s 
no particularily exciting case is on 
trial. Mrs. Houbert has begun suit 
against the “count” for a divorce on 
the ground of cruelty. Mrs. Shipton 
was found yesterday and subpoenaed 
as a witness for the prosecution in the 
Mayne case. 

The Building Committee of the Coun- 
cil yesterday took action in the matter 
of theCity Jail bids, re®ommending that 
the proposal of Contractor Rebman to 
construct the building and equip it 
with twenty-four cells for $80,650 be ac- 
cepted. The Board of Health, at its 
meeting yesterday, adopted a resolu- 
tion giving it as the sense of the board 
that a union slaughter-house be con- 
structed, where the meat prepared by 
butchers for sale can be examined by 
a competent inspector. 


AT THE CITY HALL 


CITY COUNCIL, - 


A Compromise is Made of the City 
Jail Bids. 

The committee room of the Council 
was filled yesterday afternoon, when 
Chairman Blanchard called the Build- 
ing Committee to order and announced 
that a decision must be arrived.at in 
the matter of accepting or rejecting the 
bids for the construction of the new 
City Jail. 

Superintendent of Buildings Strang 
Was present, with his roll of plans and 
specifications, prepared to explain to 
the Councilmen how and why the 
bullding cannot be constructed for any 


» such amount as the appropriation that 


was. made for the purpose. 

Centractor Rebman was also there, 
waiting, as an interested party, to see 
the disposition that might be made of 
his bid, which was conceded to be the 
lowest presented. 

Before any discussion of the subject 
Was commenced President Teed, of the 
Council, suggested that the bid of Mr. 
Rebman be read and examined in de- 
tail. This proved to be a very wise and 

litic action, as before the reading was 

nished, the Councilmen discovered that 
the bid was a uniqune document in sev- 
eral very important respects, and re- 
Sembled the contrivance described in 
Scripture as “a wheel within a wheel.” 

Mr. Rebman offered in his bid to 
build the jail and equip it with the fur- 
nishings required for $99,900; or to build 

jail without the celHs—forty-eight 
in number—for $73,000; or to build the 
jail and provide twenty-four cells, for 
$80,000. In brief the proposal was to 
charge the city about $26,000 for forty- 
eight cells and $7000 for the twenty- 
four of the same articles. When this 
little circumstance was,pointed out by 
President Teed the Councilman imme- 
diately turned to the contractor for an 
explanation. But that gentleman only 
mumbled something about “a mis- 
take,”” and asked for a few minutes’ 
time, in which he might retire and con- 
sider whether or not he would “stand 
up to the rack” if obliged to by the 
Councilmen, on his $80,000 bid. 

In his absence the members of the 
City Council who were present ex- 
changed views on the subject, all agree- 
ing that to cut off various essential 
portions of the building in order to 
lessen the expense of its construction 
would be very poor policy and not to 
be thought of at all. The consénsus of 
opinion seemed to be that, to accept the 
bid of Contractor Rebman, where he 
proposed to construct the jail and equip 
it with twenty-four cells for $80,000, 
Was the proper proceeding. 

Accordingly, when the contractor re- 
turned and announced his willingness 
to stand by his proposal, a motion was 
made at once accepting the bid, the fol- 
lowing recommendation in the matter 
being prepared by the committee for 
presentation to the Council today: 

“Your Building Committee beg leave 
to recommehd that the bid of John 
Rebman to furnish all labor and ma- 
terial necessary for the full and proper 
completion of the new Central Police 
Station according to plans, specifica- 
tions and details furnished by the City 
Superintendent of Buildings, including 
all iron window guards, all iron doors 
and iron corridors and all work men- 
tioned in jail builders’ specifications 
and required by plans, including 
twenty-four iron cells, and corridors in 
two tiers as fied and shown on 
first-floor plan, the sum of $80,650, be 
accepted and the City» Attorney in- 
structed to prepare and present the 
necessary contract and bond.”’ 

The Council will meet this morning to 
receive and act upon this report, and 
the work of construction will begin at 
once. The fact that there is $22,000 dif- 
ference between the appropriation and 
the accepted bid does net seem to 
worry the Councilmen greatly. It is 
claimed that funds can be transferred 
for this purpose from other municipal 
funds, whenever the need arises, and 
this is doubtless the method by which 
the building will be paid for. 


Derelict Firemen Called to Account 
for Their Actions. 


Chief Moore presented his weekly re- 
port to the Board of Fire mmission- 
ers yesterday, in which Capt. Rowan 
of chemical engine No. 1 charges J. P. 
Jacobs, a permanent fireman of that 
company, with a failure to do his duty 
in compliance with rule 29 of the de- 
partment regulations, which provides 
that the permanent fireman connected 
with a chemical or hose company shall 
be steward of the house and shall 
keep the apparatus clean and service- 
able and the house neat and clean. 

The commissioners appeared to 
fancy that there was something be- 

'meath the surface in this complaint, 
and appointed a committee consisting 
of Commissioners Botts, Vetter and 
Grider to investigate the matter. 

The Chief also reported that on the 
3d inst., the hook and ladder truck No. 
1, driven by F. P. Willoughby and T. 
Horne, collided with a cable car at ‘the 
intersection of First and Main streets. 
The Chief was instructed by the board 

‘to caution the men against speedy 
driving while crossing the intersections 
of streets. een 

In another section of his report the 
Chief informed the comimission that, 
upon the advice of the City Attorney, 
he had instructed tne engine com- 
panies.in East Los Angeles to respond 
to fire alarms in the recently annexed 
Highland Park district, and that he 
will immediately make provision. for 
the erection of fire alarm boxes and 
wires in this district. — 

In the matter of the board bill pre- 
sented by Mrs. Morrison against S. B. 
Hall,a member of the department, the 
chief reported that the debt was con- 
tracted before Mr. Hall became a mem- 


ber of the department. The report 
was filed. 

The petition of A. Hence to operate 
a blacksmith shop on lot 142 of the 
Alexandre Weill tract was referred to 
the Chief. 

The promotions of Callmen J. F. 
Hay, J. D.. Lawton, and J. J. Lee. to 
permament positions were confirmed 
by the commission yesterday. 

The clerk was instructed to request 
of the Building Superintendent that 
no permits for buildings be issued un- 
less the ordinances providing for fire 
escapes and stand pipes are complied 
with. 

Application for the position of call- 
man were received from L. E. Stout 
ana W. L. Scherer. The usual de- 
mands were and the com 
sion adjourned. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Medices Discuss the Question 
of Diseased Meat. 


Diseased meat and the evils resulting 
from its sale and consumption were 
the mein topics of discussion before the 
Board of Health yesterday. It was the 
regular meeting of the board, and Dr. 
Kurtz was the only member absent. 

A butcher with a grievance appeared 
before the board, saying that an item 


in The Times to the effect that a prom- 


inent meat dealer on Spring street was 
selling diseased meat, had been con- 
strued by some to refer to his estab- 
lishment. Mr. Maier—for it was he— 
protested that his meat was first-class, 
and offered to pay for the services of 
an inspector who would examine the 
meat and testify to its healthfulness. 
He was assured by the board that he 
was not the butcher referred to in the 
charge, that gentleman being engaged 
in business on South Spring street, 
whereas Mr. Maier is located on North 
Spring. 

With this for an introduction, the 
board took up the matter of diseased 
meat and discussed it at length. A 
resolution was finally adopted declar- 
ing it to be the sense of the board that 
a union slaughter-house be constructed 
where the butchers of the city can 
work together, and their meat be un- 
der the inspection of an official from 
the health department. The uestion 
of asking the Council to employ an 
additional meat. inspector was dis- 
cussed, but no action was taken in the 
matter. 

Dr. Steddom invited. the board to 
make a tour of the City Hall and in- 
spect the plumbing of the. same, but. 
his invitation was not accepted, The 
board adjourned without having ac- 
complished more than the adoption of 
the resolution referred to, ' 


City Hall Notes. 


The Board of Public Works will meet 
this morning to consider the bids for 
street sweeping, referred to the board 
by the Council at its last meeting. 

A second meeting of the Botanical So- 
clety, composed of gentlemen interested 
in propagating tropical vegetation, will 
be held this afternoon in the office of 
the Mayor. 

The manager of the Free Labor Bu-

THE COURTS. 


Trial of Mace Mayes Drawing to 
a Close. 


Mace Mayes's trial has reached the 
arguments and will go-to the jury to 
day. All yesterday afternoon Depart- 
ment Six rang with impassioned ora- 
tory and was crowded to the doors by 
Lancastrians interested in the case. ’ 
So far the red rose scems exceedingly 
likely to go under. Perjury after per- 
jury has been nailed, and yesterday 
and day before several witnesses went 
about with faces clouded with anxiety 
and showed a keen and wholesome de- 
sire to be recalled to the stand, in order 
that they might rectify any little mis- 
take that might have crept into their 
testimony. 
At about 11 a.m. Horace Lawn was 
brought up from the jail and placed 
upon the stand. He told the whole

story of his false testimony and how 
he was persuaded by his brother-in- 
law, Dick Vanderkarr, to swear George 
Vanderkarr out of trouble. 

Lawn said he at first protested 
against swearing falsely and begged 
not to be mixed up in the case, of 
which he knew nothing, but Vander- 
karr insisted, and coached both his 
wife and Lawn as tod the story they 
were to tell. Vanderkarr kept Lawn 
with him pretty closely and had him 
: aeCeneny, coached in the story he was 
o tell. . 

_ In cross-examination, Mr. Williams 
followed almost every hour of the boy’s 
Stay in Los Angeles, and sifted the 
whole matter most thoroughly, but 
Lawn insisted that neither’ Mayes nor 
his attorneys had had anything to do 
with his testimony, which was given 
at the instance of Dick Vanderkarr 
alone, although he owned to a confer- 
ence at Mr. Ryan's office, at which 
Mayes was present. 

After Lawn had: substantiated his 
Statement to the District Attorney 
nearly all its details, Mr. Ryan r 
and requested that Mrs. Vanderkafr’s 
testimony be stricken out, as it was 
utterly repudiated by the defense. Mr. 
Williams insisted on its remaining as 
a matter of record and a peppery little 
war of words ensued between the two 
attorneys, who were with difficulty 
quenched by the court. 

Another witness name-d Spencer, who 
has minutely described Ysidro Ruiz as 
the man he saw driving a steer on the 
night of June 11, was given a few un- 
comfortable hours before he was per- 
mitted- to go upon the stand and cor- 
rect his testimony, but he finally ob- 
tained a hearing, and swore that he 
had mistaken the month, and ‘that it 
was on May I1 that he saw the Mexican 
driving the steer. 

Last night the prosecution was sing- 
ing jubilee, but the defense was not 
happy, and the prospect of today’s de- 


cision seemed to justify e emotio 
of both sides. 


SERVING THE SUBPOENA, 


Mrs. Shipton Located and’ Cited to 


Appear. 

Mrs. Clara Shipton, the mother of 
the two little Shipton. girls debauched 
by Clifton E. Mayne, was yesterday 
subpoenaed as a witness for the prose- 
cution by Con Mallory, deputy sheriff 
for the District Attorney’s office. 

Mrs. Shipton has been hard to find. 
After the taking of her deposition, and 
her consequént liberation from the 
County Jail, she Gisappeared from the 
ken of the District Attorney’s -° office, 
and constables have scoured the -city 
in vain. 

All inquiries at the house of W. J. 
Murphy, Mayne's attorney, failed to 
bring forth any information as to Mrs. 
Shipton’s whereabouts, and the earth 
might have swallowed her up for aught 
that could be ascertained. 

Mr. Mallory, though, had a theory of 
his own in the matter, and yesterday 
he sallied forth to put it into practice. 
He wandered down to Mr. Murphy's 
abode, rang the door-bell, and asked 
for Mrs. Murphy. When that lady ap- 
peared, Mr.- Mallory was. standing in 
the hall, looking as though his chief 
effort in life was-to grasp the fraction 
of an idea left him by some remote an- 
cestor. He pulled_a letter out of his 
pocket, and Mrs. Murphy saw that it 
was addressed to Mrs. Clara Shipton. 

In tones that were childlike and 
bland, Mr. Mallory announced that he 
was commissioned to hand this letter, 
which related to an important business 
matter, to Mrs. Shipton in person. 

Mrs. Murphy hesitated, and scanned 


the harmless-looking individual before 


her with a searching look, but “the 
lamb looked meek,” and Mrs. Murphy’s 
Vague suspicion vanished into thin air. 

Mrs. Shipton was called into. the 
room, and a lightning change came 
over the innocent messenger. With 
official dignity oozing out at the seams 
of his coat, Mr. Mallory dived into his 
pocketbook for the subpoena which he 
kindly read aloud, while the astonished 
and angry women no gga faces that 
were a study in scariet. 

When he had quite finished reading, 
the officer handed the letter, which 
contained a printed section of the Penal 
Code, referring to the unpleasant con- 
sequences which were likely to follow a 
failure to attend the summons, to Mrs.

Wheels are Being

The East Side Cycling Club Smoker. 
Annual Team Race for East Side 
Cup—Why not Have a Relay 

Race toPomona and Back? 


This is the best time a the year for 
cycling. 

The rain has helped the country roads 
considerably and next Sunday there will 
no doubt be hundreds of wheelmén and 
wheelwomen out on the country roads. 
There is Santa Monica for an eighteen- 
mile run, San Gabriel for a nine-mile 
jaunt, and the Cahuenga for an equal 
distance. Or, if only a short run is de- 
sirable, East Side Park is a delightful 
destination, 

For the road fiend, Santa Ana or Riv- 
erside is only just far enough away 
to be inviting. The run to Whittier or 


. Pomona or Pasadena or Monrovia will 


do for a large party with an early 
start and an easy gait. And there is the 
satisfaction that trains return from each 
of these points if one does not want to 
ride back by wheel. 

In club runs the Roamers head the 
list, East Side Cycling Club is next and 
the Times Bicycle Club third, while the 
Times Club has had the best attendance. 
The Bast Sides have had several bigruns 
and the Los Angeles Road Club has also 
made a good showing. The Los A 
les Wheelmen have had but one regular 
run this season. The Riversides have 
had more runs than any other club in 
Southern California, with the exception 
of the Roamers’ Road Club. The Pasa- 
dena Club is next to Riverside among 
the outside organizations. San Diego 
Wheelmen had quite a number of runs 
early in the season, and the Redlands 
Cycling Club has also made a good 
showing, possibly coming next to River- 
side in number of runs for the whole 
year. The Orange County Wheelmen 
of Santa Ana, with many other clubs, 
ran againet the scorching snag and so 
failed to make club runs popular. 

The Associated Cycling Clubs’s Inter- 
club Relationa Committee will probably 
arrange some union runs, like the one 
at Pomona in August, that will build 
up club-run competition among the bi- 
cycle clubs and do much to further the 
cause of road riding. Union runs in 
Northern California have been the cause 
of several road-riding clubs, 

there ve been a number of these 
union runs made annual affairs. The 
plam is a good one and should be more 
successful down below the Tehachepi 
than up around San Francisco Bay. 

At present the Orange County Wheel- 
men owe the Roamers a visit, and the 
Crown City Cycling Club owes a visit 


to the Citrus Wheelmen. The club at 


Santa Monica should also call on the 
clubs of this city. The East Sides in- 
vited the Roamers to run to Whittier 
with them last Sunday, but the rain 
made the run impossible, although the 
Riversides visited the Redlands Cy- 
cling Club, setting over their nee 
miles of horri le highway in spite of 
the rain. 

All the outside clubs should ride into 
Los Angeles occasionally and visit the 
trué Wheelmen, the 
Bast Siders, the Roamers and the Los 
~< es Road Club all have clubhouses, 

the Los Angeles wheelmen would 
mre the courtesies of the Los Ange- 
jes Athletic Club, and all the elute 
would co-operate to make these visits 
of a Sunday int ing to Pasadena, 
Riverside, Santa Ana, Redlands, Po- 
mona, San Bernardino, Santa Monica, 
Duarte, Ontario and even Santa Bar- 
bara and San Diego. The Inter-Club 
Relatiohs Committee of the A.C.C.

The League of American Wheelmen 
is the’ largest athletic association in 
the world, and where the work is prop- 
erly carried out the has ac- 
complished great good. Here in Cali- 
fornia, 3000 miles from ‘the strongholds 
of the league, the work has been 
neglected, and so, though thére are two 
divisions of. the LAW: in California, 
both together do not amount to as 
much as the Wisconsin division, or 
that of any of. the following states: 
Connecticut, Illinois, Massachusetts, 
Missouri, New Jersey, New York, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. Of course there are 
many reasons for this, but the 
a reason is because hard work, 

h is necessary on the part of the 
division officers, has been avoided. 
But the future of the league is bright, 
and both of the Calfornia divisions 
have began to hustle. Up north the 
L.A.W. members have been -making 
excellent improvement the past year, 
and down here the exciting election 
that is about ended shows that the 
coming year will be a record-breaker 
for the Sovth California division, who- 
ever gets elected. At present it looks 
as though C. C. Monaghan of the Santa 
“Ana club was sure of election to the 
office of chief consul, for his friends 
have done some good work for him, and 
with the solid vote of Orange county, 
with a good following in this city and 
San Diego, he should win. But if de- 
feated he will be just as good a worker. 

The annual meets of the Fastern L. 
A.W. divisions are the means of bring- 
ing in many new members and in other 
wavs strengthening the resnective divi- 
sions.

WORK BEING PUSHED ON THE NEW 
ELECTRIC ROAD. 


Better Transportation Facilities 
Will be Afforded the People of 
the Northern Suburb After the 
First of January. 


PASADENA, Nov. 6.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) There may be some peo- 
ple in the community who think that 
the electric road management has been 
somewhat dilatory in the past In the 
matter of pushing its Altadena exten- 
sion, and there has unquestionably 
been a delay which might have been 
provided against had the funds for the 
building been forthcoming. The re- 
cent visit of some of the officers of the 
company to the East resulted in the se- 
curing of the necessary means for the 
completion of the road, and the action 
of Prof. Lowe in applying for a fran- 
chise for a road to Altadena, to con- 
nect with the Mount Lowe road, may 
have had astimulating effect also; but 
certainly what is known in slang 
parlance as “tall hustling,” has been 
going on in the last three weeks on the 
northern extension of the line. A force 
of forty men is employed daily on the 
laying of the track, the setting of the 
poles and the stringing of the wires, 
and they have completed the work as 
far as the cemetery, and today began 
the eastern turn, which takes place 
there. It is thought that in thirty days 
the entire line will be completed, ready 
for the cars to run over. The agree- 
ment of the road is to have the line 
finished and the cars running by Jan- 
uary 1, 1896, and they have bound them- 
selves to cause twelve cars each way 
to be run daily over the line to connect 
with the Pasadena and Los Angeles 
line.. If it is found upon experiment 
that twelve cars will not be enough, the 
number will be increased, and the in- 
terval between cars shortened until the 
service will be entirely adequate, and 
will meet every reasonable demand 
which can be made upon it. By Christ- 
mas the Altadena people will doubtless 
be able to congratulate. themselves 
upon possessing rapid transit to Los 
Angeles, and, instead of four trains 
daily, their present number, will be able 
to avail themselves of four times that 
number.

SOME FINE WALNUTS. The Por- 
ter Brothers Company have received at 
their office in this city a sample of 
some walnuts grown on Senator Rou- 
tier’s ranch near Sacramento that have 
perhaps néver been excelled in any 
country of the world. 

The sample shown is the result of 
some experiments made in grafting 
some of the finer French varieties, like 
the Franquette and others, on Eastern 
black-walnut stock. The nuts are very 
large, thin-shelled, firmly and closely 
knit, while the kernel is very full, of 
bright color, and delicate flavor. South- 
ern California produces such a large 
quantity of walnuts. that these sam- 
ples will be of interest to growers, for 
if it can be shown that better results 
can be obtained by using the common 
black Eastern walnut as stock, it is a 
fact worthy of the closest considera- 


tion of the walnut-growers of Southern 
California,

LEMONS BY AUCTION. Some fig- | 


ures were received today by a repre- 
sentative inethis city of one of the 
large Eastern shipping firms contain- 
ing some valuable information for 
: 

t three weeks ago a shipment of 
127 boxes of Ontario Fancy Lae Eagle 
brand lemons was made from here to 
Chicago. Believing that they would 
fetch a better price if auctioned off 
than if sold in the ordinary way, it 
was decided to sell them by auction. 
The results showed that some lots sold 
as low down as $2 a box, and the high- 
est price obtained for the very best 
lots was $3.15 a box. This was $2 a 
box less than the lemons were worth, 
for had théy not been forced off at 
auction: they would readily have 
brought from $4 to $5.50 a box. The 
idea that lemons should be treated as 
fresh fruit that must be sold quickly 
before it has had time to spoil is a 
mistake, and lemon-growers should be 
careful in future to avoid a repetition 
of this mistake.
